% Charles Anderson Luccock, son of the 
Rev. Dr. Naphtali Luccock, former pas- 
tor of Union Methodist Episcopa' 
Church, was found dead Tuesday in a 
storeroom adjoining his office in the 
Real Estate Building, at Ninth and 
Chestnut streets. The cause of his 
death is a mystery. 

The condition. of the body indicated 
that Mr. Luccock had been dead since 
Saturday. He was last seen alive in the 
building Saturday afternoon, and was 
thought by those who saw him to be ih 


a cheerful mood. There are no marks 
of violence on the body, and no letter 
or message of any kind was found to 
indicate that he might have taken his 
own life. He had been in good health. 

The Rev. Dr. Luccock, who had been 
pastor of Union Church at Lucas and} 
Garrison avenues for many years, gave 
up his assignment here several months 
ago ond moved to Kansas City to taka 
charge of Hyde Park Methodist Church. 
The son continued his business here as 
head of the Rapid Leiter Service and 
the Midland Advertising Agency, and as 
agent for a home treatment cancer 
remedy.

In describing the im- 
poverished condition to which some of 
his constituents were reduced he said 
they were forced to live on clams3, 
washed ashore by the incoming tide. 
Their stomachs,” he declared, ‘‘roge 
and fell with the rising and falling of 
the tide.’’ . 

In the debate on thé Payne tariff bill 
in the House, his speech in favor of 
retaining the duty on lumber won sév- 
eral additional] votes for the lumber 
duty.

Aft- 
er leaving school in Iowa he got a job 
as a water hoy on a railroad, later go- 
ing to work as a laborer on a Wyoming 
ranch. He became a cowboy and rode 
the range for five years. He worked 
in a lumber camp for several seasons 
and while there studied law. 

Cushman was admitted te the bar and 
began practice in Nebraska. He moved 
westward again and settled in Tacoma. 
He was one of that city’s most eloquent 
defenders against the claims of the rival! 
city of Seattle for pre-eminence in the 
State. Hé was elected to Congress in 
1898.

Desperate Fight in Creve. 


Captain Byram’'s cavalry with a few 
scouts and constabulary and detachment 
of sailors under Lieutenant Command- 
er Signor, located and attacked the out- 
laws in the mountains not far from the 
coast. The Moros fled, and took refuge 
in d large cave. The column of troops 
and sailors surrounded the place, but 
Jikiri refused to surrender. 

A concerted attack was made, the 
Moros fighting desperately in the mouth 
of a cave until the last member of the 
band was dead. As yet few details of 
the fight have been received here. 

The division headquarters of the army 
here account for the large number of 
wounded among the troops on the theory 
that the cave was mined, and that some 
of the Americans were wounded by the 
explosion. * 

In his brief reporte@fipt! Byram 
warmly coOmmendés Lfeuwt. Miller for 
bravery and galantry in action. Capt. 
Byram gave no details as to the con- 
dition of the wounded.’ 

Col. Hoyt, commanding the_ troops 
in the Island of Mindana, in whose de- 
partment the operation took place, com- 
mends Capt. Byram very highly, and in 
ea report tO Major-General Willflam P. 
Duval, commanding the division of the 
Philippines, stated that his work in ex- 
terminating Jikiri and his band was 
worthy of the highest commendation. 

Col. Hoyt also thanks Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Signor for the valuable assist- 
ance given the land forces. 


Jikiri Led Raids. 


Jikiri was one of the most famous 
outlaws remaining in the islands. Ever 
since the American eccupgtion he has 
fought the whites and has led raid after 
raid, in which numerous Americans and 
many friendly nativea were killed.: De- 
taciments of troops have pursued him 
time and again, but he always managed 
to elude them to commif further mur- 
ders where least expected. 

Orders were finally given for a sys- 
tematic campaign against him, which 
after months has resulted in his death 
and extermination of nié Dand. 

Jolo Island, or Sulu, as it is also 
known, is the largest of the Sulu group, 
in the extreme southwestern part of the 
Philippine archipelago. 

The Sultan of Sulu is the native ruler.

Miller was a first lieutenant in 
the Sixth Missouri Regiment in Cuba, 
first lieutenant batalion adjutant of the 
Thirty-second UW. 8. ¢ Volunteers in the 
Philippines, second "Netitehant of the 
Second U. S. Cavalry in Cuba, and first 
lieutenant of the Sixth cavalry. 

He has been to the Philippines at four 
different times in the army service. He 
is 31 years old. His wife is a daughter 
of Gen. Whitesides.

Witnesses of Double Drown- 
ing Believe Couple in Boat 
Sought Fate.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., July 6.—A man 
and a woman, married only one day 
and on their bridal journey, were 
swept to death over the dam in the 
St. Joseph River near this city yester- 
day. By means of a coat found at 
the brink of the river, they have 
been identified as J. ‘A. Lindaman and 
wife of Chicago. 

They arrived ‘in South Bend yes- 
terday morning and went to the Cres- 
cent Hotel. They told the clerk they 
had been married the day before in 
St. seen. Mich. ' 

The bride’s relatives, now here, scout 
the theory of. a suicide pact, and be- 
Ifeve the drowning was accidental. 

The suicide theory was offered by the 
boatmen from whom they rented the 
craft. While making arrangements for 
its hire, Lindemann was asked how long 
it was wanted, and replied that an 
hour would be sufficient for their pur- 
pose. 





Beatman Warned Them, 
They started down stream toward the 


dam, and the boatman followed in & 
launch, shouting there was danger be- 
low the bridge. Either he was unheard 
or the two were reckless, for Linde- 
mann laid aside the oars while he cool- 
ly lighted a cigarette. Persons passing 
on the bridge also shouted, warning 
them of their danger, and these say he 
merely stood up in his boat and 
laughed. - 

A second later the craft was caught 
in the swift current and disappeared 
over the dam. 

The authorities believe the couple com- 
mitted suicide. They began a search 
of the river but neither of the bodies 
could be found. The coat showed the 
mark of a Chicago tailor, and on this 
clew the investigation proceeded until 
it was found that a man wearing such 
a coat had registered at the Crescent’ 
Hotel with his wife. The room occupied 
by the Lindemanns was searched and 
marks on other clothing, similar to. that 
found on the coat, were discovered.

Negro religious circles in 
Carondelet are all cut up = over, the 
church fight. here has been trouble 
brewing in the church ever since the 
former pastor, the hev. J. C. Campbell, 
ousted the “brethren” as trustees and 
put the siste’s 'n control. 

The Rev. Mr. Campbell, three years 
ago, was assigned to preach the gospel to 
the Zion congregation at $250 a year— 
not quite $ a week. He soon supplant- 
ed Deacon George Tyler and the other 
deacons with Deaconesses Ida Toast, 
Emma Potts and Mary Craig. 

With the aid of the deaconesses, the 
pastor ran the church without consult- 
ing the brothers. Just before he left 
last September to become Bishop of the 
Freewill Methodist Chureh, according 
to Presiding Elder M. 8. Kell, he had 
the women give him a deed of trust for 
$765, alleged to be due him as salary. 

“The pastor hypotbecated the deed of 
trust for a financial accommodation,” 
said the Rev. Dr. Kell, “and that has 
fallen due, and we have just discovered 
that the church is advertised for sale. 
I was instructed by Bishop Blackwell of 
Philadelphia to stop the sale. 

“The records of the church show that 
Mr. Anderson was paid his salary in 
full, and that the deed of trust was 
given without the consent of the con- 
gregation. We are going to stop the 
sale of fhe church, if we can, for we 
do not believe the deed of trust is legal.”

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JFFER AT ENGLISH AIRSHIP 
BECOMES GREATEST ADMIRER 


Daily News Says Country Will 
Not Fear in Race for Aerial 


Supremacy. 

LONDON, July 6—The Daily News, 
which has been one of the chief ridi- 
eulers of the mysterious night-flying 
Qirship which alternately scared 


and amused England a couple of weeks 
ago, now prints a story asserting that 
{it was a real and great vessel which, 
if it has accomplished all the inventor 
gays it has, removes all fear of Eng- 
land falling behind in the race for aerial 
supremacy. 

The owner and inventor of the myste- 
gious vessel is Dr. M. B. Boyd, who 
has spent $100,000 and eight years’ time 
fn experimenting with dirigible balloons. 

It was on May 18 that the mysterious 
flyer was reported from Belfast, and ac- 
cording to Dr. Boyd, it was not an im- 
aginary vesesi, but his airship. The 
doctor says he made a trip of 350 miles 
with only one descent. 

Dr. Boyd describes his dirigible as be- 
ing oval-shaped, divided into three bags, 
the works being placed between them. 
Tt has wings like an aeroplane on each 
Bide. There is no suspended car. The 
ship is only 120 feet long. The mo- 
tors are of 300-horsepower, and are to 
be increased to 500.

He was 
the Republican nominee for Governor 
of Missouri in 1900, and was defeated by 
A. M. Dockery. 

Postmaster Akins has announced that 
Mr. Flory’s appointment has been ap- 
proved by the Postoffice Department at 
Washington. Mr. Flory, at the time a 
Wabash Railroad conductor, was nom- 
inated for Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioner in 1894, an “off” year, 
when Missouri went Republican, and was 
elected. Four years later he was nomi- 
nated for Governor. He started to make 
his campaign on a handcar, but soon 
abandoned this plan. 

Flory later acted as secretary of the 
Republican State Committee while Akins 
was at the head of the party organi- 
zation, 

When Akins took charge of the Post- 
office he appointed Max Kauffmann 
temporarily his private secretary. 


Autenrieth Gets Back. 


Albert Autenrieth, a St. Louis Couniy 
polittcal worker, who was reduced from 
superintendent of the money order di- 
vision to superintendent of the Fair 
Grounds Station by Postmaster Wyman, 
has been reinstated in «his former po- 
sition by Akins. His satary is $2400 a. 
year. Autenrieth is a close friend of 
aston tg gmap who was one of 
the leaders the fight to have Post- 
master Wyman dropped because he 
would not recognize the politicians in 
making his appointments. 

Henry Smith, who has been superin- 
tendent of the money order division 
since the transfer of Autenrieth, will 
go back to his former place as super- 
intendent of the registry division, at a 
salary of $2100. Otto Gemmter, who is 
now superintendent of the registry di- 
vision, is promoted to financial clerk 
ata salary ef $2200. 

Akins has “made many other changes 
in the postoffice, to become effective 
July 16. Joseph P. Biendenstein has been 
reduced from superintendent of the sec- 
ond-class mails at $1700 to assistant 
superintendent at $1200. 

Albert J.. Mitchener, assistant super- 
intendent of delivery, will be made su- 
perintendent of carriers at a salary of 
$1800, an increase of $100. Albert Ziegen- 
hein, a nephew of former Mayor Henry 
Ziegenhein, will have his salary in- 
creased from $1200 a year to $1800.

Mound City Crew Unable to 
Catch Dark Horse Crew 
in Cup Contest. 


Rowing with a steady, powerful 
stroke, the Central Rowing Club barge 
crew won the first race for the new 
Stifel trophy on the Mississippi River, 
Monday afternoon, by a little over a 
boat length from the Mound City sen- 
ior crew, which was second.

It is becoming go insistent that one has 
to pay some attention to it, if only to 
find for his ewn satisfaction, if thers 
igs anything inherently weak in the or- 
ganization of Ban Johnson, Hedges and 
company. 

Undoubtedly the origin of such an 
opinion was the overwhelming defeat 
ef the Detroit club on two successive 
world’s series —— by the Chicago 
Cubs. 

This year the fact that newly-made 
teams like the Athletics and Bostons 
can hold off tried veteran aggregations 
like the Cleveland, White Sox and 
Browns clubs seems to lend color to 
the belief that the American is a 
weaker organization. 


The Tigers are now dominating the 
American League and seem, so far, to 
hold the pennant safe. It is by all odds 
the best aggregation in the league, and 
it is a club that will surely give which- 
ever of the National t that wins 
the pennant a hard rac@ for the world’s 
series. It is considerably stronger than 
last season. Bush has built up its in- 
field beyond belief. Last year this first 
line of defense was puny for the great- 
er part of the time. In fact, it was 
for the greater part of the season un- 
settled and made up of men playing 
out of their positions, Bush, even In 
the short time he came into it at the 
close of the struggle, brought the club 
up from third place to first by half a 
game from Cleveland. 


Other Clubs Not Weakened. 
HIS year Detroit is running away 
T from all the clubs f!n the organiza- 
tion. But it is not because the 
teams expected to have a chance are 
weaker this year.—Cleveland is the 
Cleveland of last year, reinforced. It 
is a stronger club in every way, inas- 
much as it has Turner back in tho 
game and has Cy Young to help out its 
pitching staff. The Chicago club ia 
weakened by the absence of Fielder 
Jones and the Browns have secured a 
wretched start in the race. But the in- 
sistence of the Eastern teams shows 
that they have the native strength of 
good clubs—pitching, batting and speed 


It is not going too far to state that 
in these live American League clubs 
the Detroit team is overcoming a strong- 


‘Jer resistance than Pittsburg has encoun- 


tered. Up to the time of the recent 
series between the Cubs and the Pirates, 
the latter had won every game but one 
of seven or eight played during the 
season by the rivals. They seemed then 
to have the race won in a romp and 
to dominate every club in it. 

Perhaps it will sound like heresy to 
say that the Pittsburg Club does not 
deserve its fortune. It is going above 
its speed, on previous form. It has a 
discard from more than one ¢lub play- 
ing world’s championship baseball—Bar- 
beau. It has Hans Wagner, in this late 
day of his career, batting close to .400 
and threatening to top even this mark. 


It has new men all seemingly going at 


the gait of the Cubs of a few years 
ago. 

This could only be because of weak 
Opposition. Take the Cardinals, wiorm 
we love so well and whose future we 
look forward to with such real hopes. 
The club is composed of a first base- 
men, a third baseman, an outfielder and 
Roger Bresnahan, Yet it makes every 
National League club toe the mark and 
show cause why it should lose. With 
an infinitely worse team in individual 
make-up than last year, it has fought 
off last place and has shown fighting 
signs of remaining away from this 
dreaded proximity. 


New York is a weaker club than last 
year. It lacks the brains and run-get- 
ting ability of Bresnahan and the ter- 
rible bat of Mike Donlin. Yet it is only 
half a game behind the Cubs, the 
world’s champions; and the Cubs, in 
the minds of nearly every follower of 
the sport, will overcome even the big 
lead of Pittsburg before the season is 
over. 

When a team like Pittsburg can make 
& runaway race in a league, the other 
ciubs in that organizaton have lost 
something. The many .300 hitters in the 
National, as compared with the few in 
the charmed circle of the American 
League, Bhow that the average of the 
pitching in the National is not as good 
as in the rival organization this year. 

The American runs away from the 
National in stolen bases, Cobb having 
ten or more in excess of the ieading 
man of the National, although fewer 
games have been played there. 


The defensive play in the two leagues 
is not comparable from a purely me- 
chanical standpoint. Still, when a club 
like the Browns, playing such exception- 
ally good ball in the field, can do no 
better than next place to last, it ought 
to be some indication of relative 
strength of the other clubs. 


In the American League the scores are 
seldom as large or as erratic as they 
are in the National. The games depend 
more on one little break than on a series 
of weaknesses, as is the case in the Na- 
tional. The Cardinals have made enough 
runs against opponents of all descrip- 
tions to have almost won a pennant; 
and yet: they lose precisely those games 
in which they “score heaviest, simply 
through poor defense. There is nothing 
“stonewall” about the National League 
clubs outside of the Chicago Cubs, and 
thex_s appear to be a trifle off the form 
which made them world beaters.in the 
past. 

It can be taken for almost a certainty 
that the Detroit team will win the 
league pennant now, if it sustains no 
misfortunes to players. Its pitchers are 
better and its infield is a wonder. Its 
outfield is in a class alone. Whatever 
National League club faces this team 
next fall will have to have all its pitch- 
ers on edge and all its heavy artillery 
at best to stop the club. The world’s 
champions, if it be their fate to meet 
the Tigers for the third time, wl be a 
good bet to run second.

Louls from New York Monday after- 
noon to stand trial on a charge of en- 
ticing away James Sheppard Cabanne 
III, had a long talk in his cell in the 
holdover Tuesday morning with Attor- 
ney Simon 8. Bass, who has been en- 
gaged by St. Louis friends to defend 
the accused man. 

It is generally believed about the 
Four Courts that Brandenburg can- 
not be convicted because the State 
will be unable to prove criminal or 
malicious intent. Brandenburg de- 
clares he took the boy away. solely 
to reunite him with his mother, whom 
he expected to meet in San Francisco, 


- and that “Little Shep” went with him 


willingly and gladly. Mrs. Cabanne- 


' Brandenburg, however, was not able 


to go to San Francisco. 
Brandenburg says he made no false 
pretenses whatever and did not, in 


the sense of the statute, lure the boy 


away. 

In his cell in the holdover, Branden- 
burg said to a Post-Dispatch ‘reporter: 
Tells How Boy Was Taken. 
“Bhep had been writing his mother 


about twice a week. Suddenly the let- 


ters ceased and his mother sent me here 
to learn why. I came on a Sunday, 
took a Hodiamort car and rode out 
to the Hamilton Hotel, where I regis- 
tered. 

“T had ridden but a few blocks when 
Shep’s father got aboard. I was stand- 
ing on the back platform smoking a 
cigar. He passed by me without re- 
cognizing me, and took a seat inside. 
He also got off and passed by me again. 

“T began investigations in the neigh- 
borhood of the Cabanne home—at the 
little stores where the children buy 
candy and soda water. I found that 
Shep had no allowance of spending 
money like the other. children in the 
neighborhood had. 

“T passed along the street opposite 
his home and saw him playing on the 
sidewalk, not dressed up, though it was 
Sunday and the other children were 
dressed.

“T wént to South, St. Louis and or- 
dered a big wicker basket made, with 
breathing holes in tt. Thursday after- 


noon I met the bvy at his corner and.

We rode downtown and I 
got him some new clothes. I took him

sleeper.’

ACH GIRL GETS 


DIVORCE; TELLS 
OF ELOPEMENT 


Charges She Was Drugged by 
Father of Chauffeur 
Husband. 


STARTED FOR NEW YORK 


Were Intercepted by the Father 
and Girl Then Taken 
to Europe. 





Special to the Post-Direnatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 6.—For the first 
time since the .elopement. of _ Siivey 
Speer, who ia the richest girl in Atlanta, 
the story of her marriage and the sub. 
sequent dramatic separation from her 
chauffeur husband, was told yesterday 
when the young woman obtained a di- 
vorce. She made the charge that she 
had been drugged by the father of rhe 
bridegroom and did not know what she 
was doing when she went through the 
form of the ceremony. 

Silvey Speér, as she has called herself 
since the day of her marriag>, was 
wedded to her father’s chauffeur, Rrs- 
sell Thomas. 

The couple started for New York im- 
mediately after the marriage, but was 
intercepted by the girl’s father. She 
was taken to Europe and there’ were re- 
ports that the youthful bridegroom was 
following her there and woujd demand 
possession of his bride. Some time later 
Miss Speer returned to Atlanta and once 
more mingled with her former friends 
in society. 

In court yesterday she swore she had 
been induced to drink something on the 
day of the mafriage. The elder Thomas, 
she said, had represented that it was 
- eve. Sete eS 

“T immediately became dizzy and did 
not know what was happening,” she 
said, ‘“‘until I was on the train at Rus- 
sell and a few miles out of Atlanta. 
At the time of the wedding I was so 
afflicted with fright and the drugs that 
I did not know what I was doing.”’ 

A statement signed by Mrs. Thomas 
was_read to the Court and jury yes- 
terday. 

She said that on the day of their 
elopement, Sept. 28, Thomas’ father tel- 
ephoned her that unless she came to 
Marietta and married his son, her fath- 
er would be killed. She went to the 
place agreed on and was very nervous. 

The elder Thomas, she claims, gave her 
a tablet and after swallowing it she did 
not remember what happened except 
in a dazed way. She believes now that 
she- was drugged and that while in this 
state went through a marriage cere- 
mony. 

She said in this statement that young 
Thomas made love to her, but she re- 
sented it. Next, he told her that un- 
less she married him he would kill her 
father. 

Thomas did not contest the suit. He 
is said to be in Cuba, and it is reported 
that a sum of money was paid to him 
to relinquish all opposition to thi di- 
vorce.

The only person killed in St. Louts 
was Neilie Sullivan of 2706 Howard 
street, who died at the Muilanphy Hos- 
pital early Monday from burns caused 
by a “nigger-chaser’’ setting fire to her 
dress. It is feared, however, that te- 
tanus, nearly always fatal. will de- 
velop in several of the wounded per- 
sons.

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THE INCOME TAX AMENDMENT. 
So great is the inherent conservatism of Amer- 
ican Democracy that it kas been 40 years since 
an amendment to the Federal Constitution was 
submitted to the states for ratification. 
Having consistently advocated a Federal tax on 
large incomes for six years, the Post-Dispatch is 
gratified at any step that may be taken to bring 
this just measure of taxation nearer to a prac- 
tical realization. At the same time the Senate 
resolution sheds a curious light upon the political 
disorganization of both parties. 
So far as the income tax was an issue in the 
presidential campaign it was the Democrats 
‘who advocated the uncertain processes of a con- 
gtitutional amendment and the Republicans who 
maintained that a valid law could be enacted in 
“spite of the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court. 2 
Mr. Taft criticised the Democratic plank, and 
insisted that, “in my judgment an amendment to 
the Constitution for an income tax is not neces- 
‘pary.” When there was grave danger, however, 
‘that the Senate mig.it cdopt Mr. Taft’s views, the 
Republican leaders, with Mr. Taft at their head, 
made the Democratic constitutional amendment 
their own policy so far as a tax on individual in- 
_ comes was concerned. Then they accepted Mr. 
Taft’s theory of the constitutionality of a tax on 
corporation incomes, provided it was called an ex- 
cise tax. 
We doubt if the history of American politics 
shows a more bewildering compromise than that 
carried through the Senate, with Mr. Taft’s assist- 
ance, by Mr. Aldrich, who is uncompromisingly 
opposed to any kind of an income tax and accepts 
_ the corporation tax only as a choice of evils. Cer- 

tainly there i~ no more extfaordinary example of 
what Fernando Wood used to call “pandering to 
the moral sentiment of the community.”

THE _ OVER- ZEALOUS REFORMER. 
Tie Sunday Post-Dispatch’s story of the clearing 
up of Wellston by Mayor Roy C. Woods was in- 
teresting.

‘Wellston, the new Mayor of the town deserved 
congratulation and his election to the mayoralty.

‘eous Mayor and his scourge of police. He plans a 
- eurfew law with the sweeping statement that he is 
_- going to make Wellston a good place-for honest

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FREE TRADERS TO THE RESCUE. 

And now come the free traders, with John 
Bigelow, Charles Francis Adams, James H. Dil- 
lard, William Lloyd Garrison, Byron W. Holt, 
Tom L. Johnson, David Starr Jordan and others 
in the forefront making an assault on protec- 
tion. They place the Republicans who advocate 
protection with incidental revenue and the Dem- 
ocrats who advocate revenue with incidental pro- 
tection in the same category of the damned. 

Among the evils attending protection, accord- 
ing to these gentlemen, are monopoly, extrava- 
gance, the curtailment of industry, disguised 
taxation, class enrichment by legislation, political 
corruption, panics, class resentments, swollen 
fortunes and their inevitable concomitant of 
waste and degeneracy. 

The indictment is trve. We are suffering griev- 
ously from the riot of privilege legislation and 
its industrial, commercial and _ social conse- 
quences. How bad our situation is may be in- 
ferred from our apparent inability to mitigate 
the cause of our woes. When we begin to cut 
off privilege we end by piling privilege on privi- 
lege. We find ourselves pleading for the limita- 
tion of privilege to the standard against which 
we so vigorously protcsted. 

But we cannot help but admire the courage of 
these poltical idealists who, when the country is 
vainly praying that our masters—tho masters of 
privilege—shall not plunge us into deeper dis- 
tress by the infliction of heevier burdens of trib- 
ute, step boldly into the breach and demand that 
all privilege taxation shall Se cut off. One can 
imagine the amused sgmazement or the amazed 
amusement of Senator Aldrich, who is driving 
the chariot of privilege over the bodies of the 
rebellious people, at the preposterous absurdity 
of such a demand. 

‘But we may be driven to the banner of the free 
traders. If a little protection for infant indus- 
tries means ever more and‘ more protection for 
great monopolies; if privilege grows fat on privi- 
lege until it develops into unbridled greed and 
insolent robbery, we may have to take extreme 
measures. We may have to wipe out the ac- 
cumulated mass of iniquities which have been 
written into the tariff laws by the beneficiaries 
of privilege and go back to first principles. The 
exhibition of privilege mastership given by Payne 
and Aldrich in Congress has gone far to exhaust 
the patience of the long-suffering, over-taxed 
public, whose pocketbcok is already exhausted. 

Of course, Andrew Carnegie will escape taxes 
on his $250,000,000 of Steel Trust bonds. That's 
the fun of having bonds. 
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IN CHICAGO. 

In the perennial urban conflict between decency 
and vice the latter will occasionally get the upper 
hand. There is hope rather than expectation 
that eventually vice will be eliminated. The sense 
of propriety is quieted, if not satisfied, by sup- 
pression of some forms and the segregation under 
surveillance of others. Conditions become intol- 
erable when there is ground for the belief that 
vice is protected and efforts at regulation are 
shams thrown out for purposes of deception. 

Chicago may well be aroused that in the war 
of bombs between gambling factions there has 
not been a single arrest. This warfare, however, 
seems to be only a single manifestation of vi- 
clousness. Gambling houses are plentiful. In 
one police district are sheltered 288 disorderly 
houses, 63 gambling places and 14 “drug joints.” 
In a year 448 disreputable places were raided ih 
this one district, including 95 opium and 4% co- 
caine joints, while 295 young women were res- 
cued from “boarding houses” into which they had 
innocently gone. 

That record shows police activity, but it also 
shows lax support for the work of the police. 
Such accumulated viciousness could not thrive 
in the face of real opposition. There is obviously 
an understanding between the purveyors to de- 
generate tastes and public officials. The strug- 
gle between the opposed elements has been too 
one-sided. 

Now that Chicago is stirring itself, it is more 
than likely the revulsion of sentiment will take 
the form of a spasmodic crusade, a general house- 
cleaning and a slow return to old conditions. The 
demand is, of course, for vigorous work, but it 
is bound to prove ineffective if intermittent. 
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Taft was greeted at Norwich by the roar of 
cannon and accounted himself lucky. that he 
wasn’t hit by a thumb. 
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A MINISTER- POLICEMAN. 

At the end of an active service of 48 hours as 
Chief of Police of Mason City, Io., Rev. Will W. 
Carlton admitted his ~ision of things had been 
enlarged. He went in, he said, with his eyes 
open and came out of it “more than ever con- 
vinced of the wickedness of the world and the 
task that rests upon the shoulders of the police 
force of our country.” The policeman-minister 
made two arrests. 

In the course of his service Dr. Carleton visit- 
ed the racetrack and made the rounds of the 
questionable places and resorts. If, after such 
an excursion, a minister, keen of eye and ready 
to consider offenses, commonplace in the eyes of 
a hardened policeman, ag heinous and soul-de- 
stroying, made only two arrests, either he saw 
little- to complain of or he demonstrated the 
inefficiengy of the law. But the law in its adap- 
tation to the requirements of decency, peace and 
good order, is generally acknowledged as passing 
the bounds of individual liberty rather than 
keeping within them. This minister must then 
have come face to face with more moral than le- 
gal dereliction, if he had a real basis for his con- 
viction of the wickedness of the world. In that 
case, of course, he can do far more effective work 
asa preacher than as a policeman, a discovery 
not at all startling, but one of value to hundreds 
of ministers whose militant spirits: bid them go 
forth and punigh instead of exercising the highe: 
function which is to reclaim and replenish spiri- 
tual strength.

WOMEN SEEK TO DIE 





Bereft by Tragedy, Sisters-in 
Law Attempt to Leap 
Into Sea.

NEW YORK, July 6.—Locked in each 
arms to restrain one another 
from plunging to death, two Brooklyn 
women saw their husbands carried away 
by the strong tide in Jamaica Bay yes- 
terday afternoon while above the wom 
en’s screams rose the shrill wail of one’s 
clutched in the embrace of 
away to 


others’ 


little son, 
his father as he was swept 
death. It was in a vain effort to save 
the lad, who had fallen overboard from 
his father’s launch, that the men lost 
their lives. 

Charles Daudera of Flatbush, a weil 
thy contractor and decorator, and Louis 
J. Edling, higy brother-in-law, the men 
drowned, were members of the Canarsie 
and Jamaica Bay yacht clubs and owned 
in common a 30-foot naphtha launch, the 
Idle Hour, fast and new this season. 
They had planned to take Mrs. Dau- 
dera and little Elmo Daudere, 7 years 
old, with Mrs. Edling, Mr. Daudera’s 
sister, for a day’s fishing, but the beau- 
tiful weather induced them to spend the 
greater part of the day cruising about 
Jamaica Bay. 

It was almost 6 o ‘clock when they de- 
cided ta throw out their fish lines and 
they selected a spot off the southeastern 


extremity of Barren Island in which to* 


anchor. 
Boy Pulled Overboard. 

With little Elmo’s handline strung 
overboard, the party chatting and 
laughing, settled down to wait for bites 
on their lines. Each of the men had 
caught a cople of smail fish when sud- 
denly Elmo, feeling a tug at his line, 
stood,up in the stern of the launch. A 
moment later he was. overboard and 
the strong tide clutched, him. Instant- 
ly Mr. Daudera, entirely dressed save 
for his coat, plunged after his child. In 
a few strokes he had hold of the lad. 
Mrs. Daudera, who had risen and was 
screaming frantically, sank down again 
as her husbanj turned and started back 
for the launcr. He was almost within 
reach of Edling when a treacherous ed- 
dy seized him and before those in the 
launch could realide what had happened 
Mr. Daudera and s boy were many 
feet away, struggling helplessly against 
the current. 

Edling, also fully dressde, says that 
hé was in his shirt sleeves, alarmed 
at his friend’s plight, plunged into the 
sea without hesitation, although his 
wife vainly tried to hold him back. He 
was not a strong swimmer and in his 
ignorance of the tide ana currents he 
was powerless against them. Finding 
himself being carried away from the 
Dauderas, he sought to gain the launch, 
where the two women were swaying 
in terror. His efforts were hopeless 
and he too was swept away. 

Woman Tries to Drown. 

Mrs. Daudera, bereft of child and hus- 
band, was about to hurl herself into the 
sea wher her friend, although horror 
stricken at her misfortune, seized her 
by the waist and forced her to sit down 
in the well of the launch. There the 
two terrified women watched the men 
and boy float out of sight. 

Meanwhile a boat cruising to Barren 
Island, the Frank and Helen McAvoy, 
was lumbering up the bay a quarter of 
a mile away. The cries of the women 
reached Capt. James McAvoy and he 
put about toward the launch. When 
the boat approached the women pointed 
eagerly in the direction they had last 
seen the men and boy floating and 
Capt. McAvoy turned his boat to search 
for the men. Mrs. Daudera and Mrs. 
Edling fell on their knees and prayed, 
tears streaming down their faces, but 
when they saw Capt. McAvoy turn his 
boat back without having seen any 
trace of the drowning men, the women, 
now surrounded by a knot of persons 
from other boats and launches, were 
with difficulty restrained from throwing 
themselves into the sea. 

A line was made fast to the Idle Hour, 
and after Mrs. Daudera and Mrs. Ka- 
ling had been taken aboard the Frank 
and Helen McAvoy, a landing was 
made on the Canarsie shore. The wom- 
en were hysterical. 

The police of Harbor Suad C were 
notified and several policemen searched 
for the bodies without avail.

German Emperor and Swedish 

Ruler Eat Breakfast Together, 

BERLIN, July 6—Emperor Witiam 
on board the imperial yacht Hohenzgo}- 
lern met King Gustave of Sweden at 
Sasnitz, Isle of Ruegen, today to inau- 
gurate the steam ferry for passenger 
trains between Sasnitz and Trelleborg, 
Sweden. The Emperor was accompa- 
nied by Ministers von Schoen, Von Brei- 
tenbach and Von Moltke.

FICKLE FIANCE 


Man Now Convict, Had 
Sought to End Engagement 
by Flight From Town.

Bridegroom Permitted to Doff 
Stripes for Ceremony, but 
Bride Faints. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—A roman- 
tic marriage, embodying all the ele- 
menta of a Balzac tragedy, was per- 
formed at the TEastern Penitentiary 
when a girl of 22 years was united to a 
convict. 

The history of the case, extending 
over several years, exhibits suffering on 
the part of the young woman, and on 
the man’s part an infatuation that grew 
cold, a flight and subsequent return, a 
theft, and arrest and incarceration. 

The actors were Miss Ethel M. Booth,

Both were tried and convicted, and sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment in 
the Eastern Penitentiary.

heart, and with her sister Beatrice she 
left Wilkesbarre and came to Phila- 
delphia. 

When! Williams learned that his for- 
mer sweetheart was awaiting him in 
the anteroom of the prison demanding 
to be married to him he became much 
excited, and asked the Warden to ar- 
range that they be married -immedi- 
ately. He said he had repented during 
the ordeal of prison life. and wished 
nothing more than te make aniends for 
his conduct toward the young woman 
who had been so true to him. 

‘But the ceremony could not be per- 
fermed until a marriage license was 
secured, and the two young women 
went to the City Hall and secured the 
document, and the Warden arranged for 
the ceremony. 

The bridegroom was allowed to change 
his prison garb, and appeared in the 
parlor of the Warden's home, where 
the marriage was performed in a suit 
he wore when he went to the prison. 

Chaplain Walsh solemnly spoke the 
words which made the pair man and 
wife, and when the last word was said 
the convict stepped up and kissed the 
bride. Thus far she siad withstood the 
ordeal with fine courage, but when it 
Wes over she g&ave way, and as she 
sank fainting upon a chair, supported 
by her sister, the prison guards led the 
husband away.
